.\iiii  wlu'roa.s  ii  ui'rtiiin  poi'Hon  or  persona,  orC’oin- 
pany,  liave  r(!pi'esentc'<l  tliat  tliey  are  ilesirons  of  coin- 
ineneiiig  flio  linsiness  of  the  inanufaetma!  of  woolU'ii 
goods  within  the  said  city,  and  are  desirous  ol 
obtaining  a homis  in  aid  thereof,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  tliein  tlie  sum  of  One  tiioiisiind  dollars  us  such 
noniis  as  hi'rtdmifti'r  provided  ;
